tlefield that is told by Wilshire Brewer, 
private, in company E, Seventeenth la- 
fantry: 


"We started into action about eight 


o'clock. I separated from my com- 
pany and went along with the Sixth 
regiment. We were on our way to the 
second blockhouse. I was mounting a 
•tone pile when a shrapnel shell ex- 
ploded and the rock which I was stand- 
ing upon gave way and threw me to the 
ground. I was pinned down for awhile, 
almost stunned. A soldier came along 
aud pulled me out. Just then there 
were reenforcements of some com- 
pany coining along- and I joined them 
•n a charge. This charge was on what 
.s palled the second blockhouse, aad 
we hnd to push our way through the 
thickets. Before we got to it a halt 


i >vas called nn<3 we -.vere ordered to lie 
down. We fired nvo rounds nt the 
Spaniards concealed in the entrench- 
mcnts around the blockhouse. Then 
the order came to charge again. 


"When I got, up my left leg gave way. 


J There was no fci-liiig in it. I was told 
to go to the "renr.-littd I had to pass 
through a hail of bullets to get there. 
I sioppeU to rest behind a couple of 
blocks and while there I espied a puff 
of smoke coming from a mangoe tree 
about 150 yards to the rear of me. I 
vvarched the tree carefully a minute 
anil I saw a sharpshooter, who Was' 
picking off officers to the right. I took

them. Pull out every ruffle earcfully 
before you begin to iron.

interesting Facts Concerning Historic 


Hawarden Castle 


Both in ancient and modern history 


Ilawarden is. of interest. From the 
castle there are news of Shrewsbury, 
of the historic Dee, 011 which eigbt 
kings rowed, and besides the beauti- 
ful scenery and ruined castles in sight 
there are battle grounds, where the 
AYelsb and the Lord Marches fought. 
After the conquest Haviarden was in- 
cluded m the grant uf land given to 
Ilugh Lupus, earl of Chester, and in 
1.137 it parfed into the hands of th*> 
earl of Salisbury, and, re\erting to 
the crown, was given to the duke of 
Clarence. IleiiT) IV.'s second son, and 
in 1434 it came into the possession of 
Sir Thomas Stanley, afterward Lord 
Stanley, and for 200 3 ears Ha warden 
remained in this familj, but MI 1C53 
it was seized upon and sold to Chief 
Justice GI}nne. At the restoration 
an tffort v,&3 uwde to recover Uawar- 
den for the Stanley family, and a de- 
bate on the question took place in 
the house of lords, but Hawardcn re- 
mained m the possession of the Glynne 
family until the death of the last^ 
baronet (18~4), when the lordship of i 
the manor, b}' a family arrangement, j 
pa^-ed io Mr Glads-tope's eldest son j 
It is thought that a fortified camp ex- 
isted on the site of the ancient castle 
prior to the Norman conquest. The 
exact date of the castle ia unknowr, 
but it seems almost certain that it was 
erected dunrg Tlenrj II '^ reign, ard 
probabh added to in the beginning of 
the reign of Ech\ ard I. 


In 1264 the castle •nas the scene of 


the memorable confeienco between 
Simon ue Montford, and Llewelyn, 
pnnca of North Wales, in Tshich a 
compact of mutual support was 
agreed upon, and subsequently was 
but poorly kept, for in 1281 Llewelyn 
turned traitor, and with David led 
tha Welsh in a night attack on the 
castle, which they took, and in all 
probability burnt and left partially 
a ruin. The castle was suaie years 
later repaired by Eobert de Montalt, 
and to him is the building of the keep 
or donjon of the castle, attributed. 
The keep is circular, and is 61 feet in 
diameter. The base of the wall is 
about 15 feet thick, while it timers to 
about two feet less at the rampart line, 
divided into two stories. The upper 
story was the state apartment of the 
castle, while the lower one was used 
as a store room. Adjoining the state- 
apartment is the chapel, 
entered 


through a small doorway, with a 
J 


ointed head. There is a small win- 
ow between the chapel and the ad- 


joining 
window recess, 
through 


which the consecration of the host 
could be seen. 


The park comprises about 250 


acres ana is divided by a ravine, which 
passes the ssciest csstls. Th" Tillsgs 
of Hawardtn is a straggling one, and- 
contains more acres than people, part 
of the land having been reclaimed at 
one time from the- sea. The ancient 
house of correction, where the stocks 
were placed, still stands nit the end of 
the village, a quiet, solid little build- 
ing of Grecian architecture. 
The 


church dates back from about the thir- 
teenth century, and is in appearance 
solid, with an 'air of dignity about its 


ancient walls. Past and present eacn 
contain, interest foi visitors to Hawar- 
den; the old hills still lift their heads 
to catch the breeze of heaven; the Dee 
flows on as of old; the sun shines 
brightly as it shc-no in other times.— 
St. Louis Eepublic. 


COMMODORE AND ADMIRAL. 


Words Tn»t These Titles Were Derived 


From. 


The word admiral comes to us from 


the Turkish and Arabic Emir or Amir. 
An Emir w as a loid, the title being of 
military rather than of civil signifi- 
cance and applied to the commander 
of a force, whether large or siiaall. 
Amiral Bahr was "the lord of the 
sea,'' and the tapressacn w ^s Latinized 
into Admiralius Maris 
It first oc- 


curs in English during the reign of 
Edward III, where it is 
spelled 


Annrel. In the United States the 
tule did not exist prior to 1862, that ] 
of vice admiral was created in 1864,' 
and rear admiral in 1868. Commo- 
dore comes to us from the Spanish 
commendador, a Spanish word for 
knight or commander, and in Spain 
sften used to indicate the superior 
f a moBasrterj. In the United States 
before 1862, commanders of squad- 
rons were ofhcialh know n as flag offi- 
cers, but ucie often called commo- 
dores The oflice ^as first created offi- 
cially in lfi«55. The admiral's flag is
